The vice president was talking 
about the strategic arms limitation 
talks that after years of effort ap- 
parently are about to reach fru- 
ition. 

Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko is attending the sessions, 
and is to confer today with Secre- 
tary of State Cyrus Vance on arms 
limitation. He will address the Gen- 
eral Assembly session tomorrow, 
and is to fly to Washington later 
this week to take up arms limita- 
tion — in even more detail — with 
President Carter. 

Mr. Gromyko listened without 
flinching Tuesday when Mr. Mon- 
dale lambasted Moscow for install-

U.S. Extends Tax Deadline for Americans Overseas

Two weeks ago, IRS officials said that no blanket extension of the filing 
leadline for Americans abroad could be granted until Congress took 


some action and there appeared to be a good chance that a deferral would 
be adopted. 

Yesterday, sources said that the Senate action coupled with the promise 
by the House panel had lead the IRS to change its stand. 

The IRS decision may Have come-to late for many overseas Americans, 
who, because the tax agency does not accept foreign postmarks as proof 
of filing before the deadline, must mail returns days and even weeks early 
to make sure they arrive in the United States in time. If the deferral is 
finally passed, these taxpayers will haveUo file amended returns to git 
their refunds. t 

The extension of the deadline, also may change the strategy of soirje 
supporters or changes in the 1976 acL Sources said that the Ways and 
Means Committee may work up its own reform bill first before going to 
conference with the Senate. Some staffers feel that this would put the 
House conferees in a much stronger bargaining position than the mete 
promise of anion. 

In addition, this course of action could avoid a fight with the Senate, 
where many members are strongly averse to granting a deferral of the tax 
reform provisions without accompanying reform. The existence of an ac- 
tual House bill on the mat ter could allay some of these fears.

Israel Court Halts Work on Settlement

PARIS. May 25 (AP) — French 
Foreign Legion paratroopers who 
recaptured Kolwezi and freed hun- 
dreds of European hostages began 
their withdrawal today, the De- 
fease Ministry announced. But 
Zaire President Mobutu Sese Seko. 
here for talks yesterday with Presi- 
dent Valery Giscard d’Estaing. said 
that he beard the report cm radio 
but had not been officially in- 
formed of it. 

The 600 Foreign Legion para- 
troopers were dropped on Kolwezi 
Friday and Saturday. Four of their 
men were killed in fighting with the 
rebels who overran the Zaire min- 
ing center nearly two weeks ago. 

A Defense Ministry spokesman 
said that the French garrison in 
Kolwezi would be reinforced by 
Moroccan troops. 

President Mobutu told a news 
conference: “All I know officially 
up to this moment is that the Sec- 
ond Foreign Legion Para troop 
Regiment would be split into two 
parts and one of them would move 
to Lumumbashi to reassure the ex- 
patriate population there." 

No Direct Criticism 

Mr. Mobutu avoided any direct 
criticism of Mr. Giscard d'Estaing. 
with whom he conferred yesterday 
shortly before the French leader’s 
departure for the United States. 

“Giscard d’Estaing is the Euro- 
pean chief of state who best under- 
stands the problems of Africa.” Mr. 
Mobutu said. “. . .In the West’s to- 
tal abandonment [of Africa] to the 
Russians and Cubans, only France 
has shown a willingness to take up 
the challenge, but France does not 
have the means to do it alone.” 

Mr. Mobutu stressed, however, 
that Mr. Giscard d’Estaing failed to 
notify him at their meeting yester- 
day or the imminent withdrawal of 
the paratroopers from Kolwezi. 

“President Giscard d'Estaing is 
my friend," Mr. Mobutu said. 
“And I can tell you on my honor 
that he spoke of the withdrawal of 
the legionnaires only when thev 
had accomplished their mission.*’ 
Asked whether the mission had 
been Fulfilled. Mr. Mobutu replied: 
“As far as Kolwezi is concerned, 
yes. But there is still the problem of 
some 60 while hostages taken away 
by the invaders for whom the 
search continues." 

He did not say whether he had 
requested the French troops to con- 
tinue their operations in the 
Kolwezi area. 

Security Zone 

He said that he has ordered the 
creation of a 1 00- kilometer-long. 
Free- fire zone along the Angolan 
and Zambian borders to prevent 
further infiltration of rebels. He did 
not specify the width of the security 
zone but said that the civilians were 
being evacuated, and “our forces 
have orders to shoot at anything 
that moves within that area.” 

Mr. Mobutu repeated his earlier 
assertions that a motorized compa- 
ny of Cuban infantry was with the 
invaders when they first overran 
Kolwezi. The Invasion was coordi- 
nated in Angola by the Cuban gen- 
eral Jose. Mr. Mobutu claimed. 

A spokesman for the French De- 
fense Ministry said that the invad- ■ 
ing troops were probably trained 
by Cubans in Angola, but there was 
absolutely no evidence of their 
presence m Zaire. 

Mr. Mobutu said that agents of 
U.S. special services conducted a 
survey of the bodies of Europeans 
murdered in Kolwezi and found 
cartridge cases of Soviet-made AK- 
47s in virtually every case. The 
Zaire Army does not use weapons 
of this type, he added. 


He said that intelligence infor- 
mation indicated that a group of 
exiled opponents of his government 
living in Brussels went to Havana 
to work out details of the invasion, 
which was originally planned for 
June 10. 

The Havana meeting moved the 
invasion date forward by nearly a 
month and decided that the rebels 


should not enter Zaire directly 
from Angola but through Zambia. 
Mr. Mobutu said. 

Asked whether he thought Zam- 
bian President Kenneth Kaunda 
was in collusion with the rebels. 
Mr. Mobutu said. “He is an Afri- 
can brother, but perhaps he is a 
false brother." 

He said that Mr. Kaundu had as- 


sured him before the invasion that 
guerrilla activity in Zambia near 
the Zaire border was by members 
of the Patriotic Front training to 
attack Rhodesia. 

Mr. Mobutu said that he planned 
to meet Mr. Kaunda soon to 
straighten out their differences.

Carter Says Cuba Aided Zaire Rebels 


CHICAGO, May 25 (UPI) — President Carter 
-today accused the Cubans of doing nothing to pre- 
vent the invasion of Zaire by Shaba rebels. In a 
news conference at the start of a two-day political 
trip. Mr. Carter said that the Cubans played “a key 
role in training and equipping" the rebels, ana 
added: 

“We believe that Cuba had known of the Katan- 
gan plans to invade Zaire and obviously did noth- 
ing to restrain them from crossing the border." 

Mr. Carter expressed gratitude that the U.S. role 
had virtually ended, and said that bloodshed — 
bad as it was — would have been far more severe 
had European and U.S. rescue efforts not taken 
place. 


Mr. Carter said that he spoke for all Americans 
in expressing “abhorrence and distress over the 
invasion. As great a human tragedy os it was, it 
could have been worse for Europeans and Zairians 
if we had not joined with our allies" in the rescue 
effort. 

“Our action to help rescue those who have been 
threatened in Zaire has virtually come to on end," 
Mr. Carter said. “Our transport aircraft . . . will be 
returning to their bases within the next few days." 

The president said that the rescue effort 
“showed our willingness to consult fully with the 
Congress before taking any actions. 1 imposed 
strict limits on our actions and they were 
observed."

France Wants U.S . Push 
For Africa Development

PARIS. May 25 (IHT) — France 
is urging the United States to take a 
leading role in mounting a S 1-bil- 
lion one-shot development cam- 
paign in Africa by the Western 
nations. 

The plan, a pet project of Presi- 
dent Valery Giscard d'Estaing 
since 1976, will be pressed on Presi- 
dent Carter during the two leaders' 
working dinner tomorrow in Wash- 
ington; 

Mr. Giscard d'Estaing, buoyed 
by French military success in Zaire, 
hopes that the Carter administra- 
tion has been sensitized to African 
instability by the Zaire crisis and 
will be receptive to the aid plan, 
which hinges on strong U.S. sup- 
port, informed sources here said. 

In Mr. Giscard d’Estaing's think- 
ing. the French military perform- 
ance in defending moderate Afri- 
can regimes needs to be comple- 
mented by an aid program to 
dramatically improve basic condi- 
tions in African countries, which 
are among the world’s poorest. 

Big Projects 

The French scheme would con- 
centrate on big projects: provide 
ocean outlets to landlocked coun- 


tries via rail and road expansion, 
develop common river basins, fight 
drought in the Sahel, increase min- 
eral production and modernize 
farming. The hope, officials say, is 
that those projects would be the ca- 
talysts for Africa’s biggest post-in- 
dependence drive to moderniza- 
tion. The plan would be open to 
many African countries, not just 
French-speaking ones, including 
countries such as Guinea, which 
follows a radical ideology without 
dominant Soviet influence: 

Essentially a fund, (he French 
five-year plan calls for contribu- 
tions from five industrial countries: 
The United States $400 million, 
France $200 million. Wesl Germa- 
ny $200 million, Britain $150 mil- 
lion and Belgium $50 million. The 
plan would triple U.Sl aid to Africa 
for five years. Overall aid to Africa 
now is less than $1 billion annually. 

On its economic merits, officials 
in the Carter administration have 
been initially cool to the plan. Dip- 
lomatic sources said that it remains 
unclear whether the plan would 
raise enough money for African aid 
and avoid creating more bureaucra- 
cy. Another problem is Congres-

In the Aftermath of the Massacre, Kolwezi Is a Dead City 

While Legionnaires Debate the Motive, the Sun Decays the Evidence

KOLWEZI, Zaire, May 25 
(NYT) — At the airport, as night 
feii, a Zairian soldier amused 
himself by lying a string to the 
foot of an owl and walking while 
tugging it the bird, like a child 
trying to raise a kite aloft. The 
bird fluttered and fell to the 
ground. 

After several repetitions the 
soldier found himself in front of 
his unit officer. He dropped die 
string and saluted smartly. The 
officer punched him in the face. 

A French soldier shrugged. 
“They pillage well." he said. 

The clutter of destruction and 
flight and the hints of death be- 
gin at the airport. Military 
debris, bottles and tin cans lie 
among the hulks of burned 
planes and helicopters. Care 
abandoned by fleeing whites are 
parked crazily, their innards later 
systematically stripped in frustra- 
tion and fury. 

Journalists sleep in the cars, 
vying with each other to secure a- 


somewhat comfortable Mercedes 
rather than a cramped Renaulu 
In the morning they are awak- 
ened by a barrage of flares, 
machine-gun rounds and mortars 
fired by the Zairian soldiers. 

The French soldiers la com- 
mand of the field rush off in 
jeeps to halt the firing and save 
ammunition. There is no enemy 
in sight 

On the 8-mile ride into town 
from the airport there are no peo- 
ple to be seen. An overhead sign 
proclaims "Welcome io 
Kolwezi" On the outskirts, small 
adobe houses belonging to Afri- 
cans are vacant but undamaged. 

Then come the First real signs 
of the carnage- Two parachute 
shrouds Kang from trees. They 
may have belonged to the two le- 
gjonaires who were reportedly 
tolled- by Katangese rebels as 
their regim ent parachuted in last 
Friday. . 

Beyond (he parachutes, some 


hundred yards away, lies a single 
boot. And then the first body. 

The corpse is dark now. The 
sun has tanned the skin. It is im- 
possible to tell whether the dead 
man was white or black. One 
hand is missing. Perhaps the mu- 
tilation was the work of looters 
after rings and watches. Perhaps 
it was the scavenger dogs. 

Beyond, there are more bodies, 
at least 15 within a few blocks, 
lying scattered and arched in bi- 
zarre poses of death. A few mili- 
tary vehicles drive around them. 

No one has exact numbers, but 
French military sources estimate 
that almost 1,000 persons have 
died here in the last 10 days — 
perhaps 120 white civilians, 300 
black civilians, 300 Katangese 
rebels and 200 Zairian troops. 

Past one concentration of ca- 
davers there is a small shopping 
center with looted stores. In front 
of them on the street is a maca- 
bre pile of mangled torsos of 


store manniqiiins, tom apart but 
less biodegradable than human 
flesh. 

Everywhere in the suburban- 
style 'neighborhoods where 
bougainvillea and flame trees 
bloom, there is silence. Occasion- 
al dogs wander by. On a few 
streets black women and children 
walk with empty pans and jars, 
looking for water. 

There is no water in the city, 
and the only engineers who could 
have repaired the system have 
fled. The women and children 
stare impassively at the French 
patrols or white visitors. 

The single site of activity is the 
Kolwezi Hotel now the head- 
quarters for the 650 French 
troops, and clearly the only ad- 
ministrative center of any kind. 
From here the tough, disciplined 
and heavily tattooed paratroop- 
ers of the Foreign Legion’s id 
Regiment set out on missions 
that involve routine patrols. 


search-and-destroy operations 
aimed at pockets of suspected 
rebels in the area and the mainte- 
nance of discipline among Zairi- 
an soldiers. 

Col. Yves Gras, the command- 
er of the French forces, is a 
scholarly man who looks more 
like a chaplain than a combatant 
Tuesday he was dividing his at- 
tention between military and ci- 
vilian concerns. 

He had consulted with repre- 
sentatives of the International 
Red Cross in efforts to obtain 
emergency relief for the blacks 
returning to their their homes 
from refuge in the bush. 

With so many unburied dead, 
cholera and typhus are a hazard. 
There is also the danger of hun- 
ger. The Red Cross has promised 
help, but for the moment it is the 
army, with limited supplies and 
difficult supply routes, that is 
burdened. 

Tuesday, the task of clearing 


the bodies finally began — local 
blacks hired with Red Cross 
funds setting off in trucks to pick 
up the corpses. The men wore 
waite masks to proton against 
disease and had white vests with 
large red crosses on than. They 
resembled a force of Crusaders. ' 

White Doctors Fled 

The town’s white doctors and 
priests have left with the other 
whites, and now there are only a 
handful of Zairian doctors at the 
hospital. The French report that 
those doctors also want to leave, 
but that President Mobutu Sese 
Seko has ordered that no Zairi- 
ans be permitted on the caigo 
planes that are the only effective 
way in or out of Kolwezi. 

The colonel is also concerned 
with stemming the dqiarture of 
whiles from nearby milting com- 
munities that were not directly 
involved in the seige. He ordered 
one column of his men — about 
20 jeeps — to set off Tuesday to 
the town of Likase, 90 miles to

A by-election in a Labor-held 
seal in Glasgow next week, and 
possibly two more during the next 
months, will give Mr. Callaghan 
further indicators erf his chances in 
an autumn poll.

U.S. Asks Curb 
On Immunity 
For Diplomats 

WASHINGTON, May 25 (UPI)

immunity of foreign diplomats 
from criminal and civil suits, in- 
cluding payment to U.S. victims of 
their traffic accidents, has been 
strongly endorsed by the adminis-

Justice and Slate Department of- 
ficials told the Senate Foreign Re- 
lations Committee yesterday that 
U.S. laws should conform to a 1961 
Vienna diplomatic immunity con- 
vention signed by the United Slates 
in 1971 

That convention grants absolute 
immunity only to top diplomats, 
gives partial immunity to others on 
a declining scale according to their 
official duties, and eliminates pro- 
tection for servants. U.S. diplomats 
already are subject to the conven- 
tion in most countries, they said.

Africa Protests Sink U.S.-Cuba Detente

Major controversy centered on 
an amendment by Rep. Les Aspin, 
D-Wis., to replace a nuclear- 
powered aircraft carrier in the bill 
with a smaller, oil-powered carrier 
that Rep. Aspin said would cost SI 
billion to $2 billion less. 

The president originally pro- 
posed that no new earners be fund- 
ed in fiscal 1979. But, when it be- 
came obvious that the House and 
Senate Armed Services Committees 
would insist op a fifth nuclear car- 
rier, Mr. Carter tried to head off 
the move by agreeing to accept a 
new conventionally powered car- 
rier. The president's effort was re- 
buffed as the Aspin amendment 
was defeated 139 to 264. 

Another Blow 

In another blow to Mr. Carter, 
the House rejected. 145 to 246, an 
amendment by Rep. Thomas Dow- 
ney, D-N.Y., that would have add- 
ed $29.2 million to the bill for test- 
ing aircraft to carry the Cruise mis- 
sile. 

The Armed Services Committee 
had deleted the item from Mr. 
Carter’s proposed budget. The 
president had recommended testing 
such wide-bodied craft as the Boe- 
ing 747. Lockheed L-1011 and 
McDonnell-Douglas DC-10 for use 
as airborne launchers of the missile. 

The low-flying Cruise missile, a 
weapon difficult to detect by radar, 
is launched from a plane and guid- 
ed by remote control. 

Rep. Richard Ichord, D-Mo., 
charged that the wide- bodied craft 
would be too expensive — “$100 
million a copy" — and that they 
would be sitting ducks for Soviet 
fighter planes or missiles. 

B-l Bomber Proponents 

There also were indications that 
opponents of the Cruise missile car- 
rier plan were venting their anger at 
Mr. Carter for having killed the B-l 
bomber and rep I ac«i it with the 
Cruise missile. B-l proponents still 
hope that a successor to the B-l 
will be built. By denying Mr. Carter 
an aircraft to replace the aging B- 
52 as a carrier for the Cruise mis- 
sile, these proponents hope to keep 
the prospects of a new manned 
penetrating bomber alive.

• Adopted an amendment by 
Rep. Patricia Schroder. D-Colo., to 
knock out $8.1 million to buy a 
Gulf stream II executive jet for use 
by high-ranking Marine Corps offi- 
cers.

The Senate Armed Services 
Committee has approved a $36.1- 
billion weapons authorization bill 
that provides funds for a nuclear 
aircraft carrier and for the testing 
of a wide-bodied Cruise missile.

Seattle Pets Play Hard Game: 
Slaughtering Animals in the Zoo 

SEATTLE, May 25 (AP) — Zookeepers who have no trouble 
keeping lions, tigers, gorillas, alligators, bears and birds peacefully 
separated have been stymied by neighborhood dogs slaughtering 
sheep and deer at Woodland Park Zoo. 

Dogs have clawed under a fence around the 98-acre park, then 
roamed the zoo almost every night since last Thursday. 

As soon as one fence hole is found and plugged, the dogs find 
another, zoo director Freeman Hancocks said yesterday. 

Early Tuesday, a pack of three or four dogs broke into a com- 
pound, killed two mouflon sheep — a type native to Corsica and 
Sardinia — and injured three others. 

The dogs are sleek, well-groomed, well-fed and alert pets from 
the neighborhood, said Mr. Hancocks. The same one or two dogs 
have led the various packs, he said. 

“A couple have learned that there is this great new game in town 
called chasing the sheep," he said.

TV 'Confession’ Faked, 
Georgian’s Friends Say

TBILISI. U.S.S.R., May 25

When avi acquaintance visit- 
ed him the next day and asked 
about his appearance, he replied. “1 
don't know when they could have 
filmed it." The friend said that the 
dissident had spent 4 of his 13 
months of pretrial detention in a 

psychiatric hospital in Moscow. 

While he looked w ell on television, 
the friend said, at the trial he had 
looked emaciated and exhausted. 

A confession and statement of 


repentance published yesterday in 
the Tbilisi newspaper Zarya Vosto- 
ka quoted Mr. Gamsakhurdia as 
saying that he had been misled by 
other dissidents and by foreign cor- 
respondents. He was convicted on a 
charge of anti-Soviet agitation and 
propaganda, along with another 
Georgian. Merab Kostava. 

Dissidents Shocked 

The television confession came 
as a shock to dissidents in Moscow 
and to his friends here who knew 
him as a fiery advocate of Georgian 
independence from Soviet rule.

Slaying Amin 

CHICAGO. May 25 (UPI) — 
Former CIA Director William Col- 
by said that he doubts that Idi 
Amin will die a natural death and 
believes that it would be “moral" 
for the Ugandan people to kill their 
president. 

Mr. Colby also said in an inter- 
view in the July issue of Playboy 
magazine that' the CIA could 
morallv aid in the assassination of 
a foreign tyrant “if the safety and 
welfare of the United States could 
somehow be related to it.”

U.S . Investigating Ways 
To Turn Waste to Energy 

By Walter Sullivan 


NEW YORK, May 25 (NYT) — 
In 1975. U.S. cities dumped or bur- 
ied 130 million tons of waste. Had 
it been burned as fuel, the Energy 
Department estimates, it would 
have reduced by 7 percent the need 
of the United States for oil imports. 

Although the day when most of 
this waste is used as an energy 
source seems distant, a number of 
projects to exploit it are under way, 
as are e (Torts to improve waste- 
burning t echno logy. 

Engineers, public-utility execu- 
tives and officials met recently in 
Chicago to hear reports on the" lat- 
est developments in this field. Some 
efforts are highly innovative, while 
others follow Europe's more fully 
established technology. 

The meeting was organized by 
the American Society of Mechani- 
cal Engineers as the eighth biennial 
National Waste Processing Confer- 
ence and Exhibit. Among the proj- 
ects discussed were two — in Ames. 
Iowa, and Akron. Ohio — in which 
medium-sized communities are 
seeking to fill some of their energy 
needs by burning their garbage.

Stop Expulsions, Peking Warns Hanoi 


HONG KONG, May 25 (UPI) — 
China has warned Vietnam that un- 
less it stops expelling Chinese refu- 
gees with Utile more than the 
clothes on their backs, it must 
“bear full responsibility for all the 
consequences. 

In a sharply worded statement 
transmitted yesterday by the Chi- 
nese news agency, the Overseas 
Chinese Affairs Office said that the 
situation of Chinese living in Viet- 
nam “has been deteriorating daily.” 

Peking charged that more than 
50,000 Chinese were driven out of- 
Vietnam from early last month to 
the middle of this month and “up 
to now, the number has exceeded 
72.000, not counting those who 
were compelled to ... seek refuge in 
other places.” 

Some Were Beaten 

The statement said that reports 
from border areas showed that the 
refugees had lost all their money 
and personal belongings, some 
were beaten or wounded and “most 
had nothing left except the clothes 
thay were wearing.” 

It charged the Communist re- 
gime in Hanoi with taking “arbi- 
trary, truculent and illegal actions" 


toward Chinese residents and de- 
manded an end to the “erroneous 
policy.” 

“Otherwise," the statement said, 
“the Vietnamese government 
should bear full responsibility for 
all the consequences arising from 
these unwarranted measures.” 

It said that, in accordance with 
the policies of the late C hairman 
Moo Tse-tung, citizens of border 
areas “are pooling manpower and 
supplies, warmly receiving and ap-

The statement came at a time 
when relations between Peking and 
Hanoi were already strained be- 
cause of China’s support of Cam- 
bodia in its border conflict with 
Vietnam. 

The hast German news agency. 
ADN, reported today from Hanoi 
that China had withdrawn all of its' 
technicians working in Vietnam un- 
der aid agreements on about 26 
projects. 

Several months ago. Hanoi ston- 
ed a crackdown on Chinese busi- 
nessmen in the Cholon section of 
Ho Chi Minh City, formerly 
Saigon, where hundreds of thou- 
sands of Chinese merchants flour- 
ished for years. 

The Peking statement said that 
the Chinese in Vietnam fought 
against both the French and the 
Americans in two Indochina wars, 
“never flinched from bloodshed 
and sacrifice.” and now are being 
expelled en masse. 

“Over this, we cannot but feel 
strong regret and indignation.'’ the 
Overseas Chinese Affairs Office 
said. 


Israelis Denounce WHO 
Over West Bank Censure

JERUSALEM. May 25 — Israel 
yesterday accused the World 
Health Organization of ignoring a 
report of its own investigiors in 
voting a condemnation of Israeli 
medical services in occupied areas. 

Three medical experts from the 
organization, an agency of the 
United Nations, spent three days 
on the West Bank last month and 
issued a report earlier this month 
which, although it contained some 
favorable points, was generally crit- 
ical of Israel. 

Israel charged that the resolution 
adopted Monday by the WHO as- 
sembly in Geneva ignored the early 
report, “which, even with all it one- 
sidedness, could not ignore the pos- 
itive reality, and which referred to 
improvements which have taken 
place in those fields that the com- 
mittee investigated." 

The invesugating team’s report 
found “depression and sadness" 
among prison inmates and reported 
finding that “there is no possibility 
of physical and mental and social 
welfare when the population is sup- 
posed to live in conditions of 
occupation.” But it found some 
positive elements, saying “the sup- 
ply of medicines is reasonable” and 
citing “an increasing number of 
doctors ” 

The assembly resolution, on the 
other hand, accused Israel of inhu- 
mane treatment of Arab prisoners 
and “arbitrary practices affecting 
the physical, social and psychologi- 
cal health” of the inhabitants, and 
mentioned no good points at alL 

The resolution on Israel was 
pushed through by votes of 22 
Arab. African and Communist 
countries. Israeli officials cited it as 
an example of what they called the 
subversion of a UN special agen- 
cy's defined functions to use it as a 
propaganda tool. 

“I was shocked when I saw the 
investigators' report,” said Dr. Yit- 
zhak Sever, chief medical officer 
for the occupied West Bank. “I 
couldn't beUeve the hypocrisy, to 
see them seeing white and writing 
black. Three high-placed doctors 
with two faces — 1 couldn't under- 
stand iL” 

The report, prepared by WHO 
officials from Senegal. Romania 
and Indonesia, made statements 
that Dr. Sever said were incorrect: 

• That no new hospitals have 
been built since 1967 (a 101-bed 
hospital was opened at Nablus in 
1967. Dr. Sever said). 

• Thai there was no improve- 
ment in the basic medical organiza- 


tion (clinics and child care centers 
are said to have increased from 1 12 
to 194). 

• Thai there are few registered 
nurses (West Bank nurses reported- 
ly have increased from 237 over the 
Iasi 11 years to 562, including a 
corresponding increase in regis- 
tered nurses among them).

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Fences and Neighbors 


The special disarmament session of the 
United Nations was not anticipated with any 
great amount of hope by most of those 
involved. 

Except for the official position of the Sovi- 
et Union in favor of total disarmament 
(which really means that the Kremlin 
■professes to want all but is unwilling to settle 
for much in this field), the prevailing mood 
seems to be that strong fences make good 
neighbors. And Vice President Mondale, 
standing in for an. unusually shy President 
Carter, put forward the rather ingenious the- 
ory that early-warning systems could serve as 
the "eyes and ears of peace." 

This is a natural extension of the strong- 
fence theory — it implies that fences could 
be screens for impending attack that the ear- 
ly-warning devices could frustrate. This idea 
might be carried further if systems could be 
devised to determine just what neighbors lie 
behind the fences. 

For example, is it Angola that is the neigh- 
bor of Zaire, or an armed assemblage of re- 
bellious Zaireans? And is Lebanon Israel's 
neighbor or are the Palestinian guerrillas? 
The same applies to Rhodesia and the so- 
called front-line states, or Cambodia and 
Vietnam. The world powers have a huge col- 
lection of explosives at their ostensible com- 
mand, but the triggers and the fuses are quite 
likely to be at the disposal of relatively small 
groups, chiefly equipped with relatively small 
arms. 

That constitutes one of the major prob- 


lems of controlling the arms race. The talks 
over strategic arms, between the United 
States and the Soviet Union, and the East- 
West discussions of the European situation 
in troops and weapons, are extremely com- 
plicated. But when to these subjects are add- 
ed the perils that arise from combat in exotic 
regions over assorted aspects of nationalism, 
tribalism, and ideological and personal 
drives, even the strong-fence mood seems in- 
sufficient to meet the case. 

What has to be done is a patchwork of 
withholding arms sales, of fostering confer- 
ences over differences, of reducing accumula- 
tions of both conventional and nuclear weap- 
ons. of attempting to insert some rationality 
into the emotions and aspirations that drive 
men to- war on iheir fellows. For this pur- 
pose. the UN disarmament session can pro- 
mote useful ends, even though it is obvious 
that it cannot produce any simple answer to 
this very complicated and deep-rooted prob- 
lem. 


To say that force must never be used is to 
disregard the fact that if a democratic world 
held to that concept a Hitler could overcome 
the democracies. While the impulse to force 
exists, whether it uses nuclear bombs or pav- 
ing stones, many can be hurt, in their per- 
sons, their property or their institutions. It is 
the impulse that must be controlled, some- 
how, and the control of arms and men-at- 
arms is only a part of that intricate process. 


A Fragile Compromise on Gas 


The energy bill is making its way through 
Congress like a man trying to fight his way 
through a raspberry bush. As he cautiously 
unhooks himself from one bramble, three 
more entangle themselves around his legs. 
The bill has now moved forward another 
couple of inches. But it is still far From cer- 
tain that anything of significance will be 
passed in this Congress. 

* * * 

The bill has been stuck since Iasi fall on 
one crucial point: whether to end federal 
price controls on natural gas. The latest de- 
velopment is a vote by the conferees in favor 
of a decontrol formula. The closeness of the 
vote accurately suggests the degree of enthu- 
siasm and unanimity that the compromise 
evokes. 

At this stage, after seven months of bicker- 
ing and whittling, nobody has much to say 
for it except that it seems more likely to pass 
than any other. The people who want con- 
trols are angry because this settlement aban- 
dons controls in principle. The people who 
want an end to controls are deeply suspicious 
because the settlement postpones it for at 
least seven years. Both sides know that the 
complexity of the compromise will make it 
tricky to administer. 

It is now quite clear that the Carter admin- 
istration made a grave mistake of political 
judgment when it drafted the gas section of 
the bill. The rest of the bill followed the strat- 
egy of raising prices on scarce fuels to hold 
down consumption. But on gas, the bill pro- 
posed the exact opposite: continued controls 
to maintain artificially low prices. It was a 
strange decision, since President Carter had 
flatly promised during the campaign to sup- 
port decontroL Certainly all the economists 
around Mr. Carter understood the dangers of 
continued controls. 


Apparently, the president chose to stay 
with controls as a matter of simple expedien- 
cy — because he thought that the Congress 
would not pass a decontrol bill. As it turned 
out, he was joining the weaker side of the 
argument When he did that, Mr. Carter cre- 


ated an impasse in Congress that now only 
seems — slowly, uncertainly, and with a 
thousand conditions — to be dissolving in 
favor of decontroL 

Let us suppose this compromise on gas 
holds up. Will an energy bill be passed? After 
it zipped through the House last spring, the 
Senate knocked it into five parts. It passed 
three — on conservation, the industrial use of 
coal and utility rate structures — before it 
choked on the fourth, gas pricing. The fifth 
part is the lax on crude oil that the adminis- 
tration has repeatedly described as central to 
everything else. There is a widespread opin- 
ion in the Senate that it will never be passed, 
but some of the House leaders seem deter- 
mined to keep pressing. Whether a large and 
complicated tax can be negotiated and enact- 
ed in the summer before a congressional elec- 
tion seems, at best, dubious. 

Pan of the trouble is this country’s short 
memory. As long as the lights go on and 
there's gasoline at the pumps, most people in 
the U.S. resist any change in the national 
habits. But another part of the trouble is in- 
eptitude and miscalculation at the White 
House. Thirteen months ago, the president 
made a series of addresses in which he 
pressed, in terms of the utmost drama and 
urgency, for this legislation. Since then noth- 
ing has been enacted and even Mr. Carter 
has seemed to be only intermittently con- 
cerned about it. It’s a strange episode in U.S. 
political histoiy. 


At present, there is really only one force 
pushing the bill forward: an undercurrent of 
concern, in Congress and in the country, that 
it would be a very bad sign, for reasons that 
go far beyond energy policy, to abandon the 
job or leave it to another year. It would be a 
rather ominous suggestion that the institu- 
tion bad broken down, that the government 
had run out of resolution, that Congress had 
been faced with a bard question and, in the 
end couldn’t find any answer at alL The cen- 
tral issue is no longer gas and oiL but the 
government’s ability to make up its mind.

P RETORIA— As a responsible 
member of the in t emotional 
community. South Africa finds it- 
self in a unique situation, designed 
separately by the United Slates and 
the Soviet Union to yield a single 
result: propel South Africa, within 
its own inalienable territory, on a 
self-destructive course. 

On the one hand, the short-term 
objective or the Jimmy Carter-An- 
drew Young administration is to 
force majority rule upon South Af- 
rica by so-called peaceful methods.

Superficial 

A very superficial knowledge of 
the complexities of our plural soci- 
ety and history among certain 
Western governmental leaders has 
resulted in their governments and 
institutions becoming easy targets 
for a few South African detractors 
against their own country. It is 
regrettable, to say the least, that 
these governments lack the concep- 
tual basis to steadily guide then- 
own actions amidst the barrage of 
propaganda from unsupportable 
sources. 

The United Slates government, 
through its stated foreign policy 
objectives and priorities, has, 
unthinkingly, deeply involved itself 
in the plans of those who wish to 
destroy South Africa. 

The administration argues that 
South Africa is not crucial to U.S- 
foreign policy. Yet we must con- 
clude tnat President Carter has 
"internationalized" South African 
domestic affairs by selecting it as 
his personal target in his sweeping 
commitment to restore human 
rights globally. 

The President's stated aim to, 
work for “majority government" 


even has special “guideline princi- 
ples" formulated for the Republic 
of South Africa. In the absence of 
similar "guideline principles" for 
other countries, we South Africans, 
when looking at the rest of Africa, 
perceive a high degree of uncertain- 
ty on the part of the United States 
as it searches for what its role 
should be in other areas of the Afri- 
can continent. This is particularly 
true when everyone else (except for 
the Carter administration) is grave- 
ly aware of the gradual but steady 
Marxist inroads into Africa via 
Cubanization. 

Double Talk 

The truth of the matter is that by 
selecting only my country in all of 
Africa for the great American 
human rights experiment the 
administration’s approach to the 
question of human rights has be- 
come a cause celebre in an attempt 
to reshuffle the perceptions of its 
citizens. 

If this is not the case, the admin- 
istration is, at the very least, guilty 
of double talk or worse, practicing 
selective morality. 

South Africa has no choi&e but 
to deiect raci alls tic overtones hx the 
administration's statements — ami- 
white racism. For it certainly can- 
not be denied that if South Africa 
were a black government, the 
Washington red carpel would have 
been rolled out long ago. even if we 
had committed the atrocities the 
world has witnessed in the coun- 
tries to our north. 

The fact that the administration 
has classed South Africa as a rigid- 
ly separated racial entity, while,

Imperfect 

South Africa admits it has imper- 
fect laws and an imperfect society.

Why does he not.also 
believe that officials, elected or 
appointed, who have covered up or 
tried to cover up those crimes are . 
politically accountable for so 
doing? 

Will aim Colby's fingering “ — 
especially by the head of a secret 
intelliegence agency - — is an act of 
bad farth.” Probably; but where 
there is no Jesus, who cares about . 
Judas? What histoiy may remem- 
ber, however grudgingly, about Me 
Colby is that he hoped to plan and 
to carry out the Phoenix program . 
(1967-69), under which 20.000 or 
more South Vietnamese were 
killed.

Each taster rates each wine be- 
fore him by checking a box marked 
“Excellent, Very Good. Good, All 
Right (ronvenah/e) or 
Mediocre/ Eliminated.”- for its 
“eye" (aspect), “nose" (smell), 
“mouth" (taste) and “harmony." 

At least two of the tasters, Mr. 
Troisgros. a regular jury member at 
Macon, and first-lime taster Becky 
Wassenuan, an American starting 
up a barrel and wine-exporting 
business from her home in Burgun- 
dy. share Mr. Bar bet’s conviction 
that the Macon judging is a serious, 
well-ordered event 

“I like to come here because the 
tasting gives me a general idea of 
the year in the region the wines at 
my table come from,” says Mr.

Mrs. Wasserman shared many of 
Mr. Troisgros* impressions: “I was 
really impressed by the time and 
care each taster took to study each 
wine.

“We had all sorts of points of 
view because of the variety of 
tasters. The growers tended to give 
higher marks to the wines but they 
were also the most knowledgeable 
about how the wines were made 
and what had gone wrong among 
the less good ones."

E AST PEORIA. 1U.— To hear 
John Bennett talk- he has in- 
vented the equivalent of the medi- 
cine man’s elixir, something good 
for athlete's foot, toothaches, the 
plague and thinning hair. 

Bennett believes his invention 
will help eliminate tennis elbow, 
aid arthritis victims, make cooking 
easier, reduce the potential of 
swinger's wrist — something that 
bothers golfers — and make some 
persons ambidextro us. 

The invention may turn some of 
us into better athletes, carpenters 
and writers, while reducing fatigue 
and tension. Bennett maintains. 

What Bennett has come op with 
is a way to get a new grip on things. 
And it may be only a relatively 
short time before he throws all of 
us a curve. Not a big curve — merely 
a 19-degree bend. 

Bennett would build that slight 
angle into. the ends of handles on 
baseball bats, tennis rackets, fish- 
ing rods and pool cues. He would 
put it on hammers and screwdriv- 
ers. on pots, spatulas and forks. He 
even thinks the curve will improve 
the performance of writing pens, 
bass drum muiers. crutches, wheel- 
barrows and doorknobs. 

The inventor, who is president of 
Couch and Heyle. a central Illinois 
industrial supply house, and head 
of an industrial problem-solving 
company called Think, has patent- 
ed his angle. In fact, be holds a pat- 
ent on every angle from 14 to 24 
degrees, although he believes his 
19-degree handle is the optimum. 

Simply stated, “Bennett’s bend” 
is designed to turn the handle of 
any object used with the hands into 
a natural extension of the hand, 
wrist and arm. 

“The handle of this invention is 
specifically designed to utilize the 
natural angle between the gripping 
portion of the hand and the axis of 
the forearm." the patent states. 

Because the handle becomes an 
extension of the arm, more force 
and leverage are generated while 
stress on the forearm is reduced. 
For example, Bennett says, one test 


showed that a hammer with his 
curve produced 32 percent more 
force than the same blow from a 
hammer with a straight handle. 

The curve seems also to give 
more stability to cooking pots and 
wheelbarrows. 

Currently. Hillerich and Brads- 
bv, manufacturers of Louisville 
Slugger baseball bats, is testing a 
bat with a curved handle. Similar 
tests are being carried out by a 
number of other manufacturers of 
tools and sporting equipment.

of most sports and believes that he 
may meet resistance to his devices 
only in golf. “But golf is an art 
form, not a sport." he said. 

Couch and Heyle is already pro- 
ducing a curve-handled broom, and 
Bennett has created prototypes of a 
large number of objects he' believes 
will be improved by his angle. 

Bennett, who was an aircraft 
mechanic instructor in the Air 
Force and who holds a university 
degree in woodworking and sociol- 
ogy. said a shortage of Malaysian 
wood used in broom handles had 
sparked the dawn of the curve age. 

When the wood became scarce, 
he created an aluminum handle 
and, while doing that, back in 1971. 
decided he would try to come up 
with a better broom grip. Bennetts 
bend was the result. 

“All somebody had to do was 
look at his hand. There it’s been," 
he said. “I didn't do anything. It's 
just that everything we've eoi is 
wrong. I just made things fit the 
human being, if we grab it and use 
it. it works better if it becomes an 
extension of the human being r " 

Potential uses for his bend turn 
up constantly. 

“There isn’t a time that I speak 
to a group that somebody doesn’t 
come up with a problem.” he said. 
“The latest one was a long-distance 
bicycle rider who said the hands are 
the first thing to go because of the 
pressure on the handlebars. 

“It works on anything we grab. 
Knives, spoons, boat oars and 
rudders, cross-country ski paddles 
and ice picks." he said. 

Bennett thinks his curve will 
have an important impact in devel- 
oping countries, where much of the 
labor is manual. 

Although he has created a num- 
ber of other gadgets, this is his first 
patent. 

“If I’m going to do a job Tm 
going to find an easier way to do 
what 1 have to do ” Bennett said. 
“The laser you are the more you 
tend to be ari inventor.”

MEXICO CITY, May 25 (AP-DJ)— The current 
system for managing money flows among nations 
is a jeny-built structure that does not please any- 
one, judging from talks with bankers gathered here 
for the International Monetary Conference. 

But there is no agreement on a substitute. 

“It's a communication system, not a monetary 
system,” said one banker. “All we can do is im- 
prove our communications because we can’t 
achieve other improvements.” 

: Although the meeting usually is addressed by 
-top government officials, as this one was by Treas- 
ury Secretary Michael BhimenthaL it traditionally 
is an arena lor informal discussion. Ibis one was 
no exception and, more than usual, the talk was 
calm and relaxed, despite what many bankers rec- 
ognized as continuing severe str ains m the flows of 
payments among nations and uncertainties in the 
foreign-exchange market. 

Discussion at the closing session yesterday 
focused on what Mr. Blumenthal called the “nuts- 
and-bolts job- of making the flexible exchange sys- 
tem work.* This system, which was formalized last 
month with ratification of amendments to the 
charter of the International Monetary Fund, per- 
mits currency rates to fluctuate in exchange mar- 
kets according to supply and demand, with some 
management of the rates by central banks to avoid 
disorderly markets.

The system provides for IMF surveillance of 
central bank and government financial policies, in 
hopes of discouraging artificial efforts by one 
country to gain trade and monetary advantages 
over other nations. 1 1 calls also for cooperation and 
good-faith negotiations among f inancial officials. 

“The new system represents an important evolu- 
tionary step among a clear historical trend, a move 
away from trying to impose exchange stability on 
nations by some external means and toward the 
concept of placing directly on nations the responsi-

in g. sound underlying economic and financial poli- 
cies; it is a move in the right direction,” Mr. Blu- 
menthal said.

Mr. Blumenthal responded that the new system 
does not provide any sanctions that the IMF could 
use to force a country to follow policies conducive 
to monetary stability if the country itself wants to 
pursue another course. But he said moral suasion 
could be a powerful force, especially if a country's 
currency is depreciating in world markets. More- 
over, he said, “I do not believe any system can 
prevent disturbances in a situation where major 
countries follow policies which make for substan- 
tial differences among them in inflation rates, rates 
of growth and other variables.” 

He threw cold water on a suggestion to change 
the role of the dollar as a reserve currency — a 
currency other central banks are willing to hold as 
an asset. “The decline in the dollar’s exchange rate 
which occurred during the latter part of last year 
and early months of this year had little to do with 
the dollar's reserve currency role.” he added. 
“There was not a lot of switching of reserves out of 
dollars during those months.” 

Better cooperation among government financial 
leaders was urged by Fritz Leutwiler, president of 
the Swiss National Bank. He said there had been 
recent instances when one central bank would in- 
tervene in foreign-exchange markets by selling a 
currency while another central bank was buying 
the same one. In addition, be said, the central 
b anks need a better definition of “erratic markets," 
the kind of markets in which they are permitted to 
intervene by international agreement. “The alarm 
bell could ring on fluctuations beyond 1 percent 
per day, for example,” be said. 


NEW YORK, May 25 (AP-DJ)— 
a new study just published may go 
a long way to putting into perspec- 
■ tive the perennial arguments over 
stocks and bonds as inflation 
hedges. Perhaps even more import- 
ant, the data sharply challenge the 
prevailing wisdom, based on other 
academic studies, that long-term re- 
turns on stocks have averaged 9 
percent a year. 

The latest study examines the be- 
havior of stocks, bonds and Infla- 
tion all the way back to 1910. Its 


findings are reported in the current 
issue of MSU Business Topics, a 
journal of the Graduate School of 
Business Administration at Michi- 
gan State University. 

Authors of the study are Robert 
Soldofsky, professor of finance at 
the University of Iowa, and Dale 
Max. associate professor of finance 
at Governors State University in 
Illinois. 

Easily, the most surprising result 
of the study is the showing that 
from 1910 to 1976 the total nomi- 
nal return on stocks or bonds, with- 
out adjustment for inflation, aver- 
aged less than 5 percent a year. 

In real terms, after adjustment 
for inflation, the authors found the 
average annual return on both 
kinds of securities was less than 2 
percent The average annual change 
in consumer prices — the inflation 
measure — was 3.1 percent over 
that span of years while the real re- 
turn averaged only 1.6 percent for 
stocks and 12 percent for bonds. 

The findings me in sharp con- 
trast with those of Roger Ibbotson 
of the University of Chicago and 
Rex Sinquefield of American Na- 
tional Bank and Trust Their study, 
published last year and widely ac- 
cepted in the financial and academ- 
ic communities, placed no minal av- 
erage returns between 1926 and 
1976 at 92 percent a year for 
stocks and 4.1 percent a year for 
corporate bonds. Their inflati on av- 
erage in those 50 years was 2.3 per- 
cent a year.

•1930-39: For those who were 
not forced to liquidate fixed-in- 
come holdings, there were excellent 
real returns of 739 percent a year 
on bonds and 3.85 percent on pre- 
ferred stocks. Common stocks lost 
an average 3.69 percent a year in 
real terms as consumer prices de- 
flated at a 1.81 percent average an- 
nual rate. 

•1940-49: War brought several 
years of high inflation. Over the 
decade, inflation averaged 6.8 per- 
cent a year and real returns aver- 
aged only 0.69 percent on common 
stocks and 0.17 percent on 
preferreds and real bond returns 
dropped 2.45 percent a year. 

•1950-59: Outstanding for 
stocks, which averaged real returns 
of 12.45 percent a year while bond 


returns fell 1.35 percent a year. In- 
flation ran al 135 percent a year. 

•1960-69: Real stocks returns 
averaged 154 percent a year while 
bonds dropped 0.78 percent a year. 
Inflation accelerated in the' last 
three years but averaged only 233 
percent over the decade. 

•1970-76: Stocks completely 
failed as an inflation hedge in the 
high-inflation years of 1973-75. 
Over the entire period, bonds were 
winners.

WASHINGTON. May 25 
(Reuters) — The U.S. banking 
system is in good condition al- 
though problems remain. Feder- 
al Reserve Board Chairman 
William Miller told the Senate 
Banking Committee today.

I S IT passible foe a conventional 
novel to do justice to the Holo- 
caust? Stefan Kanfer — television 
and film writer. Time magazine 
book-review editor and author of 
“The Journal of the Plague Years." 
about the witch hums of the 
1950s — has certainly made an hon- 
est effort in his first novel. “The 
Eighth Sin." about a Gypsy boy 
named Benoit who grows up haunt- 
ed into terminal despair by the 
memory of his death-camp experi- 
ences. The stoiy’s epistolary text, 
addressed by Ben to his foster 
child. Daniel, is studded with ex- 
cerpts from Nazi-genocide litera- 
ture, which serves to lend Ben’s od- 
yssey a horrifying documentary 
patina. 

As Ben makes his way first to 
England, then to America, he expe- 
riences sufficient psychological tor- 
ture to be cataloged under the 
headings of the seven deadly sins. 
Avarice. Pride. Gluttony. Sloth. 
Lust, Envy and Wniilu each of 
which serves as the heading of a 
chapter in which Ben explores a 
particular aspect of his attempt to 
accommodate himself to the past. 
As Ben muses, ever the sardonic 
wisecracker: “Maybe history was 
the nightmare from which we were 
trying to waken, but for me night- 
mares were the history from which 
I was trying to awaken.” 

And lest Ben’s autobiography 
seem loo self-absorbed and claus- 
trophobic. Kanfer has seeded “The 
Eighth Sin" with lively, sharply ob- 
served characters who are engaged 
in different attempts front Ben’s to 
blend their alien pasts into the 
American melting pot — Max Kauf- 
man. Ben’s adoptive rather, an un- 
reconstructed Marxist who loses his 
teaching job for taking the Fifth 
Amendment at a congressional 
investigation: Mordccai. a delight- 
ful -sententious old carpenter, “a 
deciduous Jew. shedding 
proverbs"; Otis Hall, or Hall the 
Tall, a black juvenile delinquent 
who parlays his disadvantages into 
hyperkinetic TV stardom: and 
Ingcr. the manic-depressive folks- 
inger in desperate flight from her 
yokel background, who “in the full- 
ness of catastrophe” becomes Ben’s 
wife for a time. 

Altogether. “The Eighth Sin" is a 
pyrotechnic performance morda in- 
ly witty, fierce in its determination 
li> look hell in the mouth and full of 
hamming passages. Bui what real- 
ly drives the narrative forward is 
Ben’s inlcrmiueni search for a 
Gypsy named Elcazor Jassy, who. 
we learn from snaiches of dialogue 
that drift hack to Ben from the 
past, collaborated with the masters 
or Ben’s concentration camp in ex- 
terminating fellow Gypsies. So 
when the dust finally settles and 
the bodies are counted and Ben has 
returned to living a Gypsy's life in 
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the old cities and the death-camp 
, museums of Europe. “The Eighth 
Sin” remains a mystery-thriller 
sparked by the mo trie or revenge. 

And for all its passion and de- 
spair and determination to bear 
witness to the Na/j extermination 
. of the 'Gypsies, the novel cannot do 
justice to the reality. For even to 
hint that revenge is possible seems 
to play down the enormity of the- 
Nazi genocide. And to deal with 
the enormity in a .conventionally 
entertaining form, complete with a 
trick v ending, tx somehow to trivi- 
alize it all the more. Despite the 
cruelly witty observation made 
about ABC-TVs recent extrava- 
ganza. that “There’s no business 
like Sltoah business” (“Sboah” ’ 
being the Hebrew word for “a ca- 
tastrophe that leaves behind it a 

blighted landscape"!, KartferVoovv’ 
el leaves an inappropriately un- 
pleasant aftertaste. In short,. I wish 
1 could respect the whole us. much 
as I admired the pans. 

In ’Getting Up and Going 
Home.” his second novel, play-, 
wrighi Robert Anderson (“Tea and 
Symphony": “I Never Sang for My 
Father") has tried to capture a ca- 
tastrophe of an altogether different 
order — the case of a woman who 
after many years of marriage de- 
cides she doesn't want to live with 
her husband anymore and the ef- - 
feet of her decision on the husband, 
who cannot comprehend its reality. 
Telling this increasingly familiar-, 
tale from the point of view of the 
husband. Jack Montgomery. An- - 
Jerson manages fairly effectively to 
dramatize Jack's gradual awaken- 
ing — his cold sweats in the small 
hours of the iimming. his desperate' 
easting about for other women, his . 
confusion of his own wants with his - 
wife’s and his eventual stricken re- 
alization (h:il the jig is really up. 

Kul what a mess of eolUni-eandy ■ 
prose we must devour to get to the 
nub of the matter. Here is why Jack 
doesn't waul Kim. his Inver, to 
leave her husband: “They were in 
many ways the perfect incident cini-. 
ple. vnung. amhitious. cool, making 
it in every department” — which, 
pulling aside its syntactical mfelici- 
tv. tells us just about nothing. "All 
his lire f Jack J had tried to avoid liv- 
ing the cliches." Anderson assures 
us. 

Yet the firsl time he kissed tile 
woman he would marry. "She 
stopped and looked :il him. 
surprised, touched, amused." and 
the firsl lime he makes love to Kim. 
they look at each other and smile 
and shake their heads "in delight 
and wonder.” At various limes. 
Jack finds his women “infinitely 
sad.” “infinitely dear.” “infinitely 
desirable.” and “infinitely dear” 
again. A room is “totally different” 
while a woman wants tu be “totally 
independent.” People “gentle each 
other” even when they are feeling 
tension “within” themselves. Rela- 
tionships are “needful” and “mean- 
ingful" and. of course, “caring” In 
the long run. Jack, seeing that he is 
losing his wife, “feels a terrible 
sense of loss.” . '

England’s Victories 
Demand Perspective 


by Rob Hughes 


LONDON, May 25 (IHT) — 
This morning, exactly one week be- 
fore the start of the World Cup in 
Argentina. Britons tuned into the 
BBC or opened newspapers lo dis- 
cover just how wild and bow unreli- 
able the perspective of internation- 
al soccer can become. 

Because England last night de- 
feated Hungary, 4-1, and because it 
also beat Scotland, 1-0. in Glascow 
last Saturday, everyone is suddenly 
convinced that “we are the masters 
now.’’ that it is “tragedy” that Eng- 
land is not going to Argentina. 
This, of course is based on the two 
victories over sides who have quali- 
fied for the World Cup: in the case 
of Hungary, it is a nostalgic re- 
venge for the 6-3 and 7-1 hammer- 
ings the magical Magyars handed 
England 25 years ago. 

Bui true victories? True revenge? 
In Glascow last Saturday. 
England's was a victory for shea- 
tenacity, for the will power of a 
side hanging on defensively for all 
it was worth, for the most part, and 
breaking out to score a late winner 
when the Scottish 'keeper, Alan 
Rough, characteristically fumbled a 
cross ball.

Last night was very much more 
impressive: a rampaging, flowing 
English performance which 
appeared to outclass the Hungari- 
ans at Wembley.

By then, the experimentation, the 
holding back, the problems of mo- 
tivation and determination should 
all be history: by then, they must 
play to the height of their form, or 
risk elimination at the hands of the 
so-called underdog nations.

1N the United states for the first time later this year, he will cast 
only a fleeting glance at the Statue of Liberty and the Empire State 
Building. His sights will be set on distant horizons, namely, something 
called the “bone shaker” a latc-19th -century bicyle with wooden 
wheels and iron tires. If he finds one: he will do what he normally does 
with bicycles — buy it — and when he does, it will become the first 
Amerieyn-bmil machine in what he believes is the second-largest pri- 
vate bicycle collection in the world. 

Since 1967. when he was in England with his parents and saw an old 
bicycle in an antique shop, he has suffered an obsession with bicycles 
that h&< since led him to accumulate more than ISO. from a French 
“hobbyhorse" ( 1820) to a Dutch Molten (1970). The collection forms a 
history of man's most efficient mode of transport. His mother values 
other things. Recently, she told her son to remove the growing collec- 
tion from the family home here: so three months ago. Mr. Moed 
bought an old warehouse nearby and decided to turn it into a bicycle 
museum. “What else could f do?" he asks. 

Mr. Moed. 25. who works in his father's construction business, tra- 
vels widely. Wherever he is he peers into garages and other likely 
places looking Tor old bicycles, some all but rusted away. “I need only 
about ftO more bicycles,** he says, “to complete my European collec- 
tion." So far. he has restored to their original state the same number in 
his present collection: he hopes to finish the rest within the next two 
years. Meanwhile, he may even keep ahead of new acqubi lions, he 
says, adding that his current rate of purchase is about 10 per year.

The skull might be a good place 
to start. At present, it houses noth- 
ing but a clump of absurd hair, and 
sometimes not very much of that. 
For man in a garden, hair might be 
a reasonable appurtenance: it gives 
him something to twine dandelion 
chains in during spring evenings. In 
the city, however, its chief function 
is io release dandruff, which makes 
mules loathsome to the women they 
desire and exposes women to the 
humiliation of lectures from their 
husbands on correct ion son ul sani- 
tation. 

Besides being a troublemaker, 
hair occupies the one pljce on the 
body that is most easily sham- 
pooed. And what does urban man 
need shampooed most urgently? 
His lungs. Everyone who lives in’ a 
city ought to wash his lungs at least 
twice a week. The sensible place to 
locate lungs b on the surface of the 
head, a location now occupied by 
the idle and mischievous hair. 

Afflicted with the anatomy of 
Garden Man. we now have the 
lungs locked inside a prison of ribs: 
as a result, we can avoid their be- 
foul men l only by not breathing. A 
reasonable design change would re- 


duce the number of toes vulnerable 
to assault in crowded intersections. 


For Urban Man. one liver is not 
enough, especially since the liver, 
being made of notoriously inferior 
material. is subject to frequent 
breakdown. Instead of 10 toes, he 
needs two livers. Or belter yet. no 
liver at all. but another kind of 
alcohol-processing system which 
can be easily worked on in case of 
factory recalls. 

A sensible solution here would 
be to use the ears. Originally de- 
signed to keep dandelion chains 
from slipping down around the 
neck, they have lost, all purpose in a 
society that strangles itself with 
neckties, bandannas and chains of 
mineral, and they are. moreover, 
marvelously accessible for repair 
and replacement if ravaged by sour 
mash. 

Esthetes may protesL that a man 
with lungs on his head and livers 
behind his cheekbones makes a dis- 
agreeable spectacle. Considering 
the variety of styles that New York 
man affects in public, however. I 
believe wc can safely conclude that 
nobody will notice anything even 
slightly amiss. 


“For 10 years t I had a dream," he reflects, “and Iasi year it came 
true. I had wanted a LaUemem. Without it, my collection would have 
been lacking.” He found the LalJemenl — the most famous French bone 
shaker, built in the 1860s — in an antique shop near Tours. France. 

The LaUemem takes its name from its designer. Pierre LaUemem. a 
disgruntled engineer employed by France's foremost bicycle manufac- 
turers, Pierre and Ernest Michaux, who emigrated to the'United States 
in 1866 and. with James Carrol of An sonia. Conn., took out .America's 
first bicycle patent — but not before he had built several of his own 
designs in France, one of which Mr. Moed now owns. It was the first 
bicycle to have pedal cranks on the hub of Lhe front wheel. 

Twenty-seven years earlier, in 1839. the first ridable bicycle— i.e.. 
one that could be propelled without pushing it wiLh the feet on the 
ground— was built. Kirkpatrick Macmillan, a Scotsman, produced a 
bicycle with the rear wheel larger lhan the from wheel that employed 
reciprocating pedal cranks at die front connected to the rear hub by- 
steel rods. Earlier bicycles, including the first steerable model (by Mi- 
chael Kessler. 1760) and those made by Dennis Johnson of London 
(around 1820) for the Regency dandies (thus, “dandyhorse” and 
“hobbyhorse”), were propelled by pushing the feet along the ground. 
Similar machines appear far back in history, even on bas-reliefs from 
ancient Babylon and Egypt and on frescoes from Pompeii. 

After self-propulsion, the next advance in bicycle design — or more 
correctly, retrogression— came in 1861 when Pierre Michaux, with the 
assistance of Lallemeru. built a model with rotating pedal cranks 
linked to the front hub. By 1865. the Michaux brothers were producing 
400 such machines per year: his success prompted other companies to 
join the act. One of then. Tribout and Meyer, is reputed to have in- 
vented chain drive ( 1869). But Mr. Moed says they only manufactured 
lhe first working model: It was the inventor of the armored car and the 
alarm clock. Leonardo da Vinci, who in fact first proposed moving a 
bicycle by an endless chain. “His contribution was proved in the mid- 
1960s.” says Mr. Moed. “when researchers discovered additional me- 
chanical notes Leonardo had done, now called the Madrid Codices." 


At the time Michaux’* business went into full swing, the Franco- 
German war broke out. forcing him to find markets elsewhere, notably 
in England where the new machines had begun to become accepted. 

But it was an Englishman. James Starley. often culled “the father of 
the bicycle industry who beat Michaux to the punch. In 1871. at 67, 
he put' his inventive mind to work and designed and produced the 
Ariel (commonly known as the “ordinary" or “penny-farthing"), a 
high-riding machine with the front wheel much larger than the rear. Its 
novel feature was a gear that allowed the front wheel to revolve at 
twice the speed of the pedal cranks. Starley *s Ariel established the 
shape of bicvcles for the next 10 years. 

In 1874. replying to the Ariel's reputation for frequent and serious 
falls. H_ J. Law-son. an Englishman, brought out the “safety” bicycle, 
which, with its two medium-sized wheels of equal diameter and the 
rear wheel driven by chain from pedal cranks in the middle, is nearly 
identical to today's design. John K. Starley. a nephew of the original 
Starley. was the first to mass produce the “safety” (called the Rover), 
and in four years it dominated the market. In another few years, no 
more Ariels were being manufactured. And by 1893. the design of the 
bicycle had been stabilized, with the modem diamond frame with 
roller-chain drive and pneumatic tires { invented by John Boyd Dun- 
lop. another Englishman) the central features.

Gert Jan Moed can claim to have examples of every sort of bicycle 
designed and built since the early 19th century. But he sounds trou- 
bled. “It’s not only the American "bicycles that \ need to find." he says. 
“The Americans, after all. weren't critical in the history of the bicycle, 
it's the unusual machines, the special models, especially those that 
may have influenced automobile design such as the English machine 
built in 1885. that had seven wheels and carried four riders.” He does 
own. however, a tricycle built in the late 1800s specially for women. It 
runs by pumping handies with the arms. “Apparently, it was thought 
too dangerous for a woman to ride a bicycle, and not proper for her to 
use her legs.” 

When Mr. Moed opens his museum with more than 200 different 
models (fewer than what he believes is the world’s largest private col- 
lection. in England, but more than twice as large as the largest collec- 
tion in the United States), he will not ride to the opening ceremonies 
on a bicycle. “You see." he says, embarrassed. “I don’t have a bicycle 
of mv own. 1 never have."
